CONGRESSMAN NEWLANDS 


DISCUSSES NEVADA. 


Why Has the Sagebrush State Been the 


Only one to Decrease in Pop- 


ulation? 


Hon. Francis G. Newland*, Repre- 


sentative In Congress from Nevada, 
has an article in the current number 
of the Independent on the past pres- 
ent and future of hie State. It 'j an 
Interesting theme, and Mr. Newlands, 
treats It instructively. Firing t!ie fact 
that the twelfth census show* that Ne- 
vada is the only State that has de- 
creased in population, he undertakes 
to explain the causes and suggest rem- 
edies. .Nevada, he says, Is one of the 
eight Inter-mountain States and Terri- 
tories which resemble each other In 
altitude. rl)Ti>ate, physical formation, 
mineral resources, and pastoral and 
agricultural development. Idaho, Mon- 
tana. tTtah, Colorado, Wyoming, New 
Mexico and Arizona have 
increased 


their 
aggregate 
population nearly 


three-fold since 1880. while Nevada's 
population has decreased one-third. Mr. 
Newlands does not believe this dis- 
similarity of growth Is due altogether 
to natural causes 
He does not believe 


it possible that Providence has assign- 
ed to these seven other Intermountaln 
States and Territories all the natural 
advantages and has secured to Neva- 
dp none 
He thinks this disproportion 


may be the result of neglect, mls- 
ernmcnt, or mismanagement. 
It will 


aston'sh most readers to learn that Ne- 
\aisi has produced about J600.000.000 
of fold and silver, more than any oth- 
er State In the Union—an amount 
equal to one-fourth of the world's ex- 
isting stock of gold and silver coin. 
Mr Newlands explains that Nevata 
ha<! not profited by this y.eld because 
she was so near to San Francisco. Al- 
most all her ruining Industries, he savs, 
•were promoted by San Francisco capi- 
tal and the profits went to San Fran- 
clsto and elsewhere for investment. 
He recalls the fact that the output of

He 
shows that Nevada lacked a commer-
